There are few newspaper 
pictures— and I don't except my own- 
In which you cun't pick some flaw from 
the standpoint of realism.

by the clock, there may be some excuse 
for this, but when we see a man carv- 
lug a turkey left banded on the cover 
of a magazine" we must agree that the 
artist has cither been careless or else 
has employed a left banded model to 
po<e for him, and the latter solution Is 
acarcely probable. 


"A fisherman lauding a trout on a 


light rod mltb never a fluger on the 
reel is quite a common mistake among 
magazine Illustrations, and In tbe mat- 
ter of costumes of various periods tbe 
Illustrators are woefully lacking in In- 
formation.

ist, "several years ago I drew a figure 
representing Cuba, emaciated, starv- 
ing. a thing of skin and bones. The 
figure was half naked, uud I tried to 
bring out all the horrible details— tlie 
shrunken limbs, the guunt face, the 
ribs protruding through the skin and, 
above nil, the hollow cavity where the 
stomach should have been. A friend 
of mine, a doctor, took me to task 
about It. 'Persons who are starving to 
death,' be said, 'may be abnormally 
emaciated In every other part of the 
body except the stomach. Tbe abdo- 
men in the advanced stages Is expand- 
ed, giving tbe victim a grotesque ap- 
pearance.' To substantiate this state- 
ment lie showed me some photographs 
taken in India during n famine, and I 
was forced to admit that he was right."

Lightness of touch 


and dexterity of mauugeuieut arc nec- 
essary to keep tn* delicate flukes In 
tact.

head and tall with neatness and dis- 
patch. These three articles must nev- 
er leave the platter. They belong to 
the cat. Tbe choicest morsel of any 
white fish Is the cheek. It Is not gooil 
form to cut through n fish. Begiu at 
the tail aud throw aside the skin. Be- 
gin at the head to serve, cutting to the 
backbone. When tbe meat on that side 
Is helped turn the fish and help tbe 
other side Iu the eauie way. If there Is 
roe a part should be served each per- 
son. Boiling is the nicest way to cook 
and the easiest way to serve fish. 
Dress the edge of the platter with hard 
egg aud sliced lemon, tomato aud beets.

But Secre- 
tary Bonaparte has paseed the matter 
aloug to the Judge Advocate Ueneral ol 
tbe navy to see whether he ha* the 
legal right to summarily dlsmlw a 
cadet, aud the result will be if a few 
more of the midshipmen are kilied or 
maimed by the gem la codsiu existence 
at the Academy, tbat Congress will 
take the mailer into its rude civilian 
bands and turu the ancient Academy 
wrong side out and shake it, to the 
great beuelitof tbe Academy.

The Narsuaduy, formerly The Syn 


Outechestva, and other secretly pub- 
lished papers, which are being dis- 
tributed by thousands to the workmen, 
are Oiled with the. most Inflammatory 
appeals, inciting the people to an armed 
rebellion. 


Many of the articles are especially 


directed to the army, which Is im- 
plored not to shed the blood of the na- 
tion. One writer, addressing the sol- 
diers, said:' 


"Join us. Kise with us. No power 


fan stand against the people aud the 
army united." 


The strike call, In addition to mak- 


ing the regular demands for a con- 
stituent assembly, universal suffrage, 
the abolition of martial law, immunity 
of the person aud the other features of 
the proletariat program," insists OD 
the release of the imprisoned members 
of the workmen's council, the discon- 
tinuance of all political suits, acqui- 
escence with the petitions of ihe army 
and navy aud of the railroad and postal 
telegraph employes for an increase of 
pay, the transfer of the land to the peo- 
ple, an eight-hour 'day and the aboli- 
tion of all restrictions regarding na- 
tionalities and religion. The preamble 
reads: 


"Citizens. Freedom or slavery? IB 


Russia lo be governed by the people or 
robbed by a band of thieves? 


"Let as stop Industry, commerce and 


communications throughout the coun- 
try and with one united effort over- 
throw tbe last vestige of autocracy. 


"To the whip, iword and machine 


gun let n« oppose the revolutionary 
bayoneti. 


"Financial ruin threatens to engulf 


the government. One more blow and 
•the vile regime will "be ended." 


It is significant that the workmen In 


•tbe mills and factories have for more 
than a week been presenting demands 
that the priests discontinue the usual 
prayers for the czar, with the alterna- 
tive of being boycotted if they do not 
cease so doing. 


Since noon yesterday the streets of 


.St. Petersburg, particularly in the in- 
dustrial sections, have been filled with 
troops. The railroad stations are in 
•possession of the military. 


Wholesale arrests of the leaders of 


the workmen were made. It is reported 
that the police included in their cap- 
tures the members of the seco'nd work- 
men's council, who were placed in the 
fortress of St. Peter oiul St. Paul with 
the members of the first council, who 
were arrested Saturday nifjlit.

Moran has notified the Hoston police 
commission that (our of the 
leading 


hotels of the city have been guilty of 
violations of the liquor laws, aud de- 
m a lids that the commission see to It 
that the sale of liuuor iu the hotels men- 
tioned cease immediately. Tbe hotels 
affected by the district attorney's de- 
mand are Young's hotel, the Parker 
house, the Adatua house uud the Hotel 
Essex. 


District Attorney Morau claims that 


the four hotels uamed by him have vio- 
lated the law which relates to screens 
In places where liquor is sold. Accord- 
ing to the so-called screen 
litw, no 


screens or other obstructions to view 
are allowed on premises where liquor 
is sold. The law further provides I but 
any violation of this law 
invalidates 


the license held by the proprietor of the 
premises where the law has been vio- 
lated. 


In his letter to the police commission 


Morun says that the four hotels men- 
tioned violated the screen law 
from 


May 1, 1905. when the licenses were Is- 
sued, until within a few weeks, and 
that having 
violated the 
law 
the 


licenses held by the proprietors of the 
respective hotels are now void. 
The 


district attorney says: 


"As a m.ittw of law, the removal of 


the screens, or stained glass windows, 
does not revive the licenses, which be- 
came void by the maintenance of the 
screens or stained glass windows. 
These hotels are now selling liquor as If 
their licenses were iu full force; 
the 


licenses being void gives no authority 
for the sale of liquor. It is your official 
duty to see to It that tbe sales of liquor 
made In these hotels at the present 
time Immediately cease. 
I call your 


attention to the principle of common 
luw which declares that 'every public 
officer commits a criminal offense who 
wilfully neglects to perform any duty 
which he is bound by law to perform, 
provided that the discharge of such 
duty is not attended with greater dan 
gfr than a man of ordinary, firmness 
and activity may be expected to en- 
counter.' " 


The district attorney's letter to the 


police commission closed with the fol- 
lowing sentence: "At some liiter time 
It will be my duty to Inquire of you as 
to why you have not acted on this mat- 
ter before." 


Chairman Cole of the police commis- 


sion, after receiving the district at- 
torney's communication, sent a letter to 
Moran Informing him that the commis- 
sion bud received his letter and would 
take the matter under consideration. 
None of the police commissioners would 
discuss the matter in detail. <_'ole said 
that he tlionplit (lie matter might have 
to be settled liy tile courts. No orders 
to stop the sale of liquor nt the 
foul- 


hotels named by the district attorney 
have been issued by the commission. 


Two other important steps have been 


taken by Moran. 
Holding that more 


than $200.<IOU lias been diverted from 
the Suffolk county treasury through 
unnecessary witness fees, the district 
attorney announced that police ollicials 
must exercise discretion In the sum- 
monsing of witnesses iu criminal cases. 
He suggests that the police find out ex- 
actly what testimony each witness has 
to offer and then summon those who 
are necessary to the case, nnd noothers. 
. Tbe district attorney also wrote a let- 
ter to the municipal court justices, di- 
recting them to investigate carefully 
all cases that come before them and 
which are beyond their Jurisdiction, In 
order that it will not be necessary for 
the district attorney's office 
to "nol 


prosse" complaints which subsequently 
come to tbe superior from the lower 
courta.

candidaie. Fiiriberuiute.'under t>ew 
York law, it is necessary, iu order that 
* candidate be nominated, that a peti- 
tion for him, oonlainiiiK 2.00U signa- 
tures be filed. The signatures, how- 
ever, were all secured mid the petition 
filed by Octobers. 
Jerome now. as Independent candi- 


daie for the oUice of district attorney, 
had two old, strong and experienced 
poliiical machines against him, the Re- 
publican county machine and Tam- 
many, au organization famous all over 
the country. To complete the odds, the 
Municipal Ownership League, which 
backed Heartt for mayor, also failed to 
mpport Jeiorne. Early In the cam- 
paign it became evident that the people 
wanted Jerome. His dear-cut speeches 
ehowed the situation in its entirety. 
The issue was politictl freedom. The 
attacks of Murphy, the boss of Tam- 
many Hall, Jerome answered with 
great effect. -His remark about Mur- 
phy, "Where did he get It?" became a 
slogan, for the peopleknew.that thevo 
cation of the boss had that of « motor 
liaaii and a barkeeper. These calliugs- 
though doubtless excellent, do support 
automobiles and a palaiiai residence. 


The real work of the campaign lay 


In teaching the several hundred thous- 
and voters, who for years bad been vot- 
ing a straight ticket, bow to split one. 
This was not BO easy, as several college 
men, who thought they knew how to 
•plit correctly, promptly split so that 
tbeir vote* would have been void. 
It 


was a difficult task to teach voters, 80 
percent, of whom'wen either foreign 
born or the children of foreign bora 
parents. At the start of the campaign 
the handful of Jerome supporters had 
no organization. The Citizens Union, 
two years before a power, had fallen 
into decay BO that the organization 
was but a skeleton In some district!, in 
others nothing at ill. Finally, the 
Idea wan proposed of forming a Jerome 
campaign club, with the special object 
of enlisting young men who were not 
affiliated with the Citizen* Union, and 
who, whatever their views of Ivlns, Mc- 
Clellau or Hearst, believed the Jerome 
Issue to be the only great one. The suc- 
cess of the movement was Immediate 
and within three days the headquarters 
.'Of the club, at Ibe Union Square Hotel, 
was the real working center of the cam- 
paign. 
In this club were great numbers of 


college men, from Yale, Trinity, Har- 
vard, Ambers! and similar Institutions. 
All of them worked absolutely without 
recompense and with untiring zeal and 
energy. 
*tiS 
To solve the problem of educating 


voters on the ipllt ticket, a canvass 
bureau waa organized. 
Trucks were 


sent all over the county. Sometimes 
these trucks contained drum corps, al- 
ways they contained a speaker to ex- 
plain on various street corners the 
proper method of voting tor Jerome. 
Sample ballots were distributed, with 
the emblem of Jerome, a black square, 
representing a square deal. The Wo- 
men's Municipal League was also of 
great assistance to tbecaufeof the In- 
dependent voter and Jerome.' Head- 
quarters were established In every 
'district. 
• '• •• 
In the Eighteenth District, where 


Murphy resides, and which i« known 
as the "gas house district," the laud- 
loids would not rent a place for Jerome 
headquarters for love or money. So 
the novel Idea of a huge truck for head- 
quaiters was hit upon, and proved a 
huge success. On the outside It bore 
the inscription, "Headquarters Eigh- 
teenth Asstmbly District. Why won't 
the landlords rent us a place In this 
district? No trouble elsewhere. Our 
headquarters if tn the'van of the cam- 
paign. Did C. Francis have a strong 
ground for leaving Jerrme off the tick- 
et? Who runs New Yolk any way?" 
Previous loelectlon day the van traveled 
all over the district. On election day 
It was, connected up with headquarters 
by telephone. Once I hat day a "gas 
bouse" crowd rushed it, eevertd com- 
munications, and turned 
it npMde 


down. Within five minutes il was 
rlpbltd again. In this district, which 
Murphy owns, Jerome got over 2,000 
voles while Osborne, the Tammany 
candidate, gol le^s than 6,000. 


A t ureau of Jerome watchers was also 


oipuni/td, to watch every rolling place 
ttiiuughout election day. The duty of 
these watchers was to ascertain lhat 
every vol«r was pioperly qualified, and 
thai ibevotes were pioperly counted. 
In ten days l.SCO picked men were 
rhotrn to cover 1,116 polling places In 
thecouulyof New Yoik. Noueofthese 
watchers received any payment for per- 
forming Itom twelve to eighteen hours 
of difficult and dangerous labor. . 


When election day arrived the watch 


em were all in place. Through the 
whole county 
automobiles patroled 


eveiy district, to see that all was In 
working older. There waa practically 
no hitch lu the plans. The Woman's 
Municipal League again materially as- 
eiMed with wagon loads of hot coflee 
and rolls for the vine-tiers.

The plan is to construct a richly deco- 
rated junk, fill it with dainty eatables, 
money, live animals, lucciise and other 
tempting things and then to take it 
about the city with music and appro- 
priate singing aud great pomp gener- 
ally. 


This causes the evil spirits to come 


out to see what is going on. Rehold- 
Ing the splendid Juuk aud its rare con- 
tents, they crowd insido. Demons of 
sickness are especially sought for aud 
snared. 


After the junk has been sufficiently 


paraded so that it is chock full of cln- 
mons, it Is burned and the evil spirits 
perish. Formerly the Junk w:is set 
adrift on the wean, but sometimes it 
was stranded on some island or other, 
causing great suffering to the Inhab- 
itants thus exposed to the attacks of 
the marooned spirits. So now the Juuk 
19 burned at tiie close of each ceremony 
of the sort.

When the walor 
Is |wurc;l into tlio tube It unites with 
the. water in the t-ask, and the depth of 
the water is .sever:!! times as great as 
that In the cask iilauc. The fact that 
there la only a small quantity of water 
in the tube makes no clin'eronce, for it 
Is iw.v one hotly, :m:l its depth Is gntig- 
eil from the top of the tube to the bot- 
tom of the cask. 


As a matter of fact, this experiment 


is only an iirtlflclnl reproduction of 
what we know takes place In nature. 
Some of her greatest convulsions are 
caused by this very process. Suppose, 
for example, thut there is a great mass 
of rock, muler which there is u cavity 
filled with water that has no outlet. 
Suppose, moreover, that there is a 
crack extending from the surface of the 
ground through this muss of rock to 
tbc water filled cavity underneath. A 
rock iu this condition is a common 
thing In nature, the crack being caused 
by some disturbance of the earth or by 
its splitting lu the natural order of 
things. Now, when It rnlns enough to 
flli that crack, thus increasing the depth 
of the water In the cavity, the pressure 
will become so great that the rock will 
be torn into a hundred fragments.

"When a Siamese dies he Is not

FINALE OK THE BOAT EXPEDI 


TION TO JAPAN. 


ID order that our readers may under 


stand Hume remarks which we have to 
.make upon tbe visit of Captain Muu 
gero, Itctao-bau-fuui, attached to the 
Japanese steamer Oaudiumarrah, we 
ropy the followiag paragraphs from au 
old number of "TheFneud," publish 
Jauuary 9, 1851: 


Expedition to Japau.— Japau eeeius 


-to be the Una incognita that now thu 
busy world desires tu know more about 
and anything relating to that couutry 
ie Interesting. Shipwrecked Japanese 
have, from time to lime, found their 
way to the Sandwich Inlands. A few 
weeks giuce tile wbaleboat Copia took 
several to China; but some reuiaiued at 
Honolulu. Three of these tiave since 
aailed lu the Sarah Boyd, bound fur 
Shanghai, Chiua. 
Capt. Whituaure 


promised that, ou hie route to Shang- 
hai, he would puss uear the Loochoo 
Islands aud there leave these three 
Japanese, whose names are John Mung, 
Deuzo, aud Uoeniuu. According lo u 
statement made by Mung, belore the 
United States consul (Judge Allen) 
they have beeu about leu years trorn 
their native laud. Their statement was 
to tbis efleet: We left the ti. E. part of 
the Islaud of Niphou iu a fishing ves- 
sel, and were wreCKed. After remain- 
ing ou au uuiuhttoited island for about 
six months, we were taken oil' by Cap- 
tain Whufleld, master of the ship Jouu 
Howland, and brought to the tiand- 
wicu islands. Deuzo and Uoeman re- 
mained here. Mung went to the Uni- 
led 6tates aud was there taken care of 
aud educated 
by Captain Whitfield. 


After being absent several years, Miiug 
returned to the Islands, aud here found 
hit, former companions. 


Ou learning that Captain Whltiuore 


would laud them at the Loochou Isl- 
ands, Muug, with tbe assistance of a 
few friends, purchased a good whale- 
boat, oara and sails. Having learned 
•the science of navigation sufficient for 
all practical purposed, be supplied him- 
self with a quadrant, cuuipsss, charts, 
etc. It IB out expected ibat the Sarah 
JJoyd will come to anchor at the Loo- 
choo, but launch the wbaleboat off the 
iilands, aud leave the three Japanese 
to make the beat of their way to tbe 
laud. Although wheu at the Loochoo, 
they may be far from their uative 
shore?, yet Mung (whom we shall now 
call Captain Mil UK) thinks that he 
knows enough of tbe relative situation 
of the Loocnoo aud Japanese islands 
to find his way across. He says that 
annually a large Japanese junk visits 
the LoocbiK) Islands for the purpose of 
receiving tribute money, aud that the 
junk leaves Japau iu February aud re- 
turns lu June. 
He supposed tbey 


might get passage iu her— at any rate 
tbey would make the trial! 


We aball anxiously wait to learn the 


success of Captain Muug's expedition. 
He is a smart and intelligent youug 
man, aud has made good use of his op- 
portunities, being able to spuiik aud 
write the English language with toler- 
able accuracy. .Should be succeed in 
reaching bis native land iu safety bis 
services may be of importance iu open- 
iugau iutercjurauujL.veeii uisowuand 
oth;r countries. He would make au 
excellent interpreter between tbe Japan- 
ese aud tbe English or Americans.

Loochoo, who ireated us very kindly 
We epeut BIX months iu Loochoo.when 
we were conveyed iu u junk to the Isl- 
laud of Kiusiu, near the southern point 
of tbe island; we were theie taken un- 
der the care of the Prince of Thiztuuiar 
»e remained ut ihis place forty-eight 
day*. Tne prince made very many in- 
qniriesri-Kpectiiig America and Ameri- 
can piople, ami uur treatment 
Tnis 


prince nut. great inflmuce; he treated 
me with much kindness. 


"We weie then removed tn \aiiasaki, 


where «e were joined by live more 
shipwrecked Japanese sailnrs, who had 
been forwarded from Honolulu to their 
own country, via China. At Nagasaki 
we were detained thirty mouths uoi 
however, being confined to a close 
prison, but allowed l»r<e liberties. At 
the end of t«o and a half years, we 
weie allowed to proceed to our lu.iue- 
and, so far as I know, all my compan- 
ion* safely leached their homes, aud 
were welcomed by their fi lends. I 
went to X-c .co; afier thirteen years' 
absence, I was joy fill I v welcomed bv 
my mother. 
M.v futher died tielore I 


left home. My mother had mourned 
for me a.- dead; under that impression, 
she had built for me a louin. 1 re-

ided ability. He la the first natjs-e of 
he Japanese empire who navigated u 
essel, out of sight of land, according to

THUS it will oe seen that Ihe vicinity 


of tbe Dardanelles Is iu very truth 
classic ground. On the European side 
of me strait are frowning cliffs, while 
the Asiatic bank presents to the view 
the most beautiful scenery imaginable, 
with fertile plains, vineyards aud smil- 
ing fields, over which 
villages are 


scailered. In the distance, u tlw lop- 
most summit of a mountain range, to 
which Ihe plains rise In gentle .lop**, 
is seen Mouul Ida, famous of uld. Ou 
the Aaimic side, on a jutting point, and 
surrounded by modern formications, is 
an ancient tower, known by tbe grace- 
ful name of "tomb of Slut"—for no 
other reason Ibau that it is said lo bave 
been erected in memory of Priam's 
widow, Hecuba, who, according to the 
story, was changed Into a female dog 
as a punishment for curaiuic the Greeks 
who look her captive. 


LINED WITH voters. 


in places the si rait is as much as four 


miles wide, but for a considerable dla- 
t..uce.its width does not exceed oue 
mile. It has many iu,ets aud secure 
harbors for vet*els even of tbe largest 
size, and a defense of it is rendered 
much easier by us windinc course, and 
by dilliculiiea of navigation. Through- 
out Us length of torty miles it is lined 
ou both sidefe by a continuous series of 
funs which bristle tvitb guus. Some of 
these works, built by Ottoman engi- 
neers, are uf ancient type, and more ur 
less in ruins, but others are of improved 
pattern aud thoroughly up lo date, 
having beeu erected by French mili- 
tary experts. At every advantageous 
point there are stone forlilicailous or 
earthworks from whose gun emplace- 
ments formidable cannon project their 
threatening muzzles. 


From a period lar back iu their his- 


tory the Turks have placed au almost 
superstitious reliance iu artillery, and 
they are convinced today that tbe 
Dardanelles could not possibly be forced 
fay auy fleet. Should such a thing be 
attempted, the Incident would certain- 
ly be one of the most tragic lu the story 
of the nations. For the sultan, how- 
ever poorly he may he equipped fur at- 
tacking olher powers, Ie iu llrst-rale 
shape to defend himself-against inva- 
sion by this path. (Jen. Lord Wolss- 
ley said, a few years ago, that it was 
doubtful whether au army of 40,000 
men, lauded in the neighborhood of 
tbe strait, would be sufficient to prone- 
ctne the requisite military operations 
ou land simultaneously with au attack 
upon the Dardanelles by sea. 


Rounding the promontory already 


mentioned, one H.*es, a short distance 
beyond ou the Asiatic side, tbe castle 
of Abydos. Opposite, on lue European 
bank, Is the castle of Sestoa, the dis- 
tance beltteeu these two forts being 
about two and a half miles. It would 
not be possible tor the strongest Heel to 
pass between them without receiving 
much damage, assailed as it would be 
by u cross lire. Some distance beyond 
this dangerous passage are the fortresses 
of Dardanelles, which were built in 
14GO; and not nincn further ou is a 
place where the sirait turns in the east, 
making an elbow, with only about a 
mile of water space, K) that passing 
ships cull be raked from ptem to stern 
by high-power gnus, getting it right and 
left from Europe, from Asia, aud from 
the front also. 


TUKKS GOOD FIOHTEKS. 


For a considerable distance, from 


Barbary cape to CapeNaraga, the strait 
is extremely narrow, and there is every 
opportunity for successfully assailing a 
fleet tbat is trying to pass through. 
Incidentally, to complicate the prob- 
lem, the current is so rapid aud strong 
that the progress of even a powerful 
steam vessel u much Impeded. Thus 
It will be seen that, strategically speak- 
ing, the Dardanelles possess every nat- 
ural advantage, conslitutiut; a position 
well-nigh impregnable. Aud it should 
be further considered tbat the defender* 
would be able to use ships as well a* 
forts. For, while Turkey does not 
make much of a figure nowadays a* a 
power ou tbe seas, tier vessels being 
of more or lew absolete types, these 
craft, many of which are heavily ar- 
mored aud equipped with formidable 
artillery, are admirably adapted for 
use iu home waters as floating batter- 
ies. 


It is obvious, then, that (the facts 


here recited being fully realized by mil- 
itary and naval experts) the powers, 
even acting in concert, would hesitate 
long before attempting to force a pass- 
age of the Dardanelles. 
The Turks 


have always had tbe reputation of 
being tremendous lighters, and iu bat- 
tle they exhibit a recklessness for their 
own safety whicli renders them most 
dangerous adversaries. 
A croco'dile 


may be sluggish aud not to be feared so 
long as oue keeps out of its way, but to 
go aud attack it is a serious business. 
What can be accomplished by bluti'tue 
allies will attempt, but it is not likely 
that they will carry their threats into 
effect if the sublime porte sets them de- 
liberately at delJance.

In Commemoration of William 


Lloyd Garrison. 


In Boston two days tnve just been 


devoted lo the commemoration of Ihe 
100th anniversary of the birth of Wil- 
liam Loyd Garrison who is nut only 
honored un iicc'innt of his work lor the 
abolition of slavery, but on accnuui of 
his life long cbauipioi.a lip of equal 
rights for women. In Ills paper, the 
Liberator, and In bis public speeches, 
he has always defended this doctrine, 
winch iu those days was more unpop- 
ular even than .abolition. Wheu the 
Atitlslavery Association was split by 
tbe question whether a woman (Abby 
Kelly) might serve ou one of its com- 
mittees, he went wiib the party tbat 
sided with the women. After going 
all the way to England to attend tbe 
World's Autislavery Convention, he 
refused to take part lu It because the 
women delegates were barred out, and 
be ut iu tbe gallery with Lucretia 
Molt aud the other excluded women. 
He helped to organize the American 
Women Suffrage Association, and was 
for a time its president. In a letter to 
oue uf his friends in 1871 he said:— 


"Until It can be shown that women 


have not. fay nature and destiny, the 
name common rights and Interest as 
men—have nut as much at slake in all 
matters pertaining to an impartial ad- 
ministration of government as men- 
are not held to the same allegiance as 
men—and are not made amenable to 
tbe same peual laws, even to the extent 
of being banged, as meu—their right 
to tlin ballot, aud to au equal partici- 
pation in all municipal, judicial, and 
legislative proceedings cunujt be sen- 
sibly denied. The mere statement of 
the curt! la its strongest argument, fur- 
nishing us it does a self-evident propo- 
sition. 
It Is a dltvirace to our Demo- 


cratic professions that them is ycl a 
portion—ay, one-half of our popula- 
tion, legally discrowned and outraged 
on account of a natural and necessary 
distinction of sex, which alters noth- 
ing In regard to moral obligations aud 
dulws, or to political rights and privi- 
leges, in the courts uf justice uud com- 
mon sense.
